During the summer. Camp Lieberose quartered eight units, each of which had 
one EM and one officers 1 kitchen. Since there was also a camp headquarters 
kitchen, the total was 17 kitehens* In addition to tanks and artillery 
pieces, 30 to itO rocket launchers were observed in the camp during the 
summer, Ration supplies were dr a™ from Eberswalde, After the departure 
of the units, two officers and kO EM remained in the camp as guard detail* 
There were plans to employ additional German guard personnel* *
